r by an Act made in the last Session of Parliament, Preamble, 

intituled, “ An Act to amend the several Acts for the Encou- 
ragement and Improvement of th e British and Irish Fishenes,’ it 
is among other things enacted, That from and after the fifth day of 
July one thousand eight hundred and twenty-five, the several perma- 
nent Bounties, granted allowed and made payable on Salmon, full Red 
Herrings, clean Sbotten Red Herrings, and Red Sprats, by an Act 
made in the Forty-third year of the reign of his late Majesty King 
George the Third, intituled, “ An Act to repeal the Dulles of Excise 
o “ payable in Great Britain, and to grant other Duties in lieu thereof, ” 
and by the Schedule marked (C.) thereto annexed, shall cease and 
determine : 



And whereas by the said recited Act, certain temporary Bounties 
are granted on Pilchards and Scads ; and it is expedient to continue 
15 the encouragement of the said Fisheries of Salmon, Herrings and 
Sprats, by granting certain other temporary Bounties ;
